City wants 
6 new peace 
officers hired 


Transit. Administrators 
say more security 
is needed on the 
expanding LRT line 


The city says more transit secur¬ 
ity officers are needed in prep¬ 
aration for the opening of the 
long-delayed Metro Line LRT. 

Since 2011, transit peace 
officers have documented a 17 
per cent increase in security 
incidents in the LRT, accord¬ 
ing to a report to be presented 
to a council committee next 
Wednesday. The authors of the 
report note “the activation of 
the Metro Line will bring addi¬ 
tional security issues and Ed¬ 
monton Transit will be further 
challenged to absorb the extra 
workload without impacting 
existing security operations.” 

City administration is ask¬ 
ing for six more peace officers 
to help manage calls on the ex¬ 
panding system. 


The ratio of how many rid¬ 
ers there are for each peace of¬ 
ficer has grown by 11 per cent 
over the last four years, and 
the city administration report 
argues it will widen further, 
once the new LRT line opens 
up. “Furthermore, the safety of 
Transit Peace Officers is a top 
priority, and safety issues begin 
to emerge as the capacity for 
backup support diminishes,” 
the report reads. 

City officials refused to com¬ 
ment on the issue before report 
went to the council committee. 

Brendan Van Alstine, head 
of the Transit Riders’ Union 
of Edmonton, says improving 
safety on the system is “huge” 
for increasing ridership. 

“It’s always good to have the 
perception of improved safety,” 
he said. 

The cost for the six peace of¬ 
ficers to start in June and con¬ 
tinue until December would 
total $354,000, and would cost 
the city $607,000 for all of 2016.

International adoption. 

Jalena Gunther says 
offering a child with 
special needs a home 
was a simple decision

Jalena Gunther is adopting a 
child from Bulgaria, but un¬ 
like most who adopt inter¬ 
nationally she has a special 
request — she wants a child 
with Down syndrome. 

While adopting a child has 
always been Gunther’s plan, 
she said Bulgaria is one of the 
few Eastern European coun¬ 
tries that still allow a single 
woman to adopt. And accord¬ 
ing to experts, Gunther’s chal¬ 
lenge is part of the increas¬ 
ingly restricted landscape of 
international adoption. 

“To me, it was sort of a 
matter of life or death for 
these kids,” Gunther said. “In 
the orphanages, that’s where 
they’re going to stay for 
life. They’re not going to be 
adopted domestically, they’re 
not going to be able to go to 
school or have opportunities.” 

A growing number of 
countries are blocking for¬ 
eigners from adopting 
healthy newborns, explained 
Barb Keppy, an international 
co-ordinator for Adoption Op¬ 
tions in Edmonton. 

“More countries are now 
saying children who are going 
to be placed for international 
adoption will be children 
with special needs of some 
kind,” Keppy said. 


Those needs can vary, 
Keppy noted. From physical 
or mental health issues, coun¬ 
tries can also consider chil¬ 
dren who are older or need to 
be adopted with their siblings 
as ideal candidates for inter¬ 
national adoption. 

While countries continue 
to restrict certain adoptions, 
China has restricted foreign¬ 
ers with a body mass index of 
40 or more from their inter¬ 
national adoption program. 

For Gunther, after grow¬ 
ing up with her father who is 
both blind and deaf, she said 
she understands living with 
someone who is considered 
different. 

“Not only am I adopting 
and having a family of my 
own — and that’s special in 
my right — it’s also essen¬ 
tially buying back a life and 
giving a child a future they 
wouldn’t have otherwise,” 
she said. 

As she inches towards 
completing the adoption pro¬ 
cess, Gunther said offering a 
home to a child with special 
needs was a simple decision. 

“It just was something that 
I knew was meant for my life 
and was something I wanted 
to do.”

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NDP want police to 
probe PC nomination 


Edmonton-EUerslie. 

NDP MLA Brian Mason 
says party can't 
investigate itself 


NDP MLA Brian Mason is ask¬ 
ing the Edmonton Police to 
investigate the allegations of 
bribeiy in a Progressive Con¬ 
servative nomination race for 
south Edmonton. 

The PC party is currently 
investigating the nomination 
contest in Edmonton-EUerslie, 
where allegations of bribeiy 
have surfaced against MLA 
Naresh Bhardwaj. He has de¬ 
nied aU of the allegations and 
launched a defamation suit 
against the man who made 
them to the media and in a 
sworn statement. 

Mason said the aUegations 
are serious, which is why he 
wrote a letter to Edmonton po- 


Resignation 


• Bhardwaj, who was the 
associate minister for 
persons with disabilities, 
resigned from cabinet 
while the party's investi¬ 
gation was ongoing. 


• In the 2012 general elec¬ 
tion Bhardwaj won the 
riding with nearly 43 per 
cent of the vote. 


Uce chief Rod Knecht asking for 
the investigation. 

“We have given the govern¬ 
ment eveiy chance to do the 
right thing, to do their job and 
they faded to do it, because 
clearly they don’t want a police 
investigation,” said Mason. 

Mason said based on what 
has been claimed he sees the 
possibihty that the criminal 
code has been breached and 
beheves pohce should look at it. 

“On the face of it, it appears 
to me that there are a couple of 


sections that this may violate if 
in fact the sworn statement is 
in fact true,” he said. 

He said the PC party should 
not be investigating the matter 
itself. “It’s ridiculous that the 
Conservative party considers it¬ 
self competent enough to inves¬ 
tigate what could be a criminal 
matter,” he said. 

Answering Mason’s ques¬ 
tions in the legislature Thurs¬ 
day, Justice Minister Jonathan 
Denis said if he felt a crime had 
taken place he should contact 
the police. 

“If this member has any in¬ 
formation that he thinks would 
be of interest to law enforce¬ 
ment agency I encourage him 
to go and contact that agency,” 
he said. 

Anna Batchelor, a spokes¬ 
woman for Edmonton Pohce, 
confirmed they had received 
the letter and said it would be 
dealt with appropriately. 

“The request has been as¬ 
signed within the EPS and this 
will determine if an investiga¬ 
tion wiU go forward,” she said.

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Health service recoups fraction of 
controversial cellphone overages 


Health body. 

Watchdog questions 
why staff aren't being 
forced to pay back bills

Alberta Health Services has 
recouped a mere fraction of 
$850,000 in controversial cell¬ 
phone overages and the health 
body is dialling down expecta¬ 
tions that staff will be on the 
hook to repay more. 

In mid-Febraaiy, the gov¬ 
erning health body came under 
fire after a Wildrose freedom of 
information request revealed 
the hefty phone charges. At 
the time, president and CEO 
Vickie Kaminski said those with 
“significant” bills would be 
contacted to review the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the over¬ 
ages and said, “AHS will take 
the most appropriate action it 
can, including having employ¬ 
ees pay back the money.” 

One staffer did voluntarily 
pay back $1,300 to the health 
body, but when asked last 


week if more money would 
be recalled, spokesman Bruce 
Conway said, “Many of these 
overages were incurred in the 
course of AHS business and/ 
or patient care, and some re¬ 
sulted even when employees 
requested roaming packages be 
added to their lines for travel.... 
Given this, and in fairness to 
our staff, we cannot pursue the 
total recovery of the overages.” 

The amount paid back by 
the single staffer amounts to 
0.15 per cent of the total bill. 

Scott Hennig with the Can¬ 
adian Taxpayers Federation 
said “regular companies” have 
policies around cellphone use 
in place and would require staff 
who violated the rules to pay 
back the overages. 

“It wouldn’t be a request, 
it would be, ‘Either you cut us 
a cheque or we’re taking it off 
your paycheque or we’ll work 
out some sort of payment 
plan,”’ he said. 

Hennig said he struggles to 
understand why AHS is unable 
to track employee expenses on 
an individual basis. 

“It shouldn’t be left up to in¬ 
dividual people’s conscience, it 
should be handled by manage¬ 
ment,” he said.

Alberta still seeing Canada’s biggest population surge 


The flood of people into Alberta 
has slowed to more of a steady 
stream, but the province re¬ 
mains a destination of choice 
for both Canadians and new¬ 
comers from abroad, new data 
suggests. 

Overall, Alberta’s popula¬ 
tion swelled 2.47 per cent in 
2014 to 4,160,044 residents 


total. That growth was 4.5 
times the Canadian average, 
but was down from a 3.03 per 
cent growth in 2014 and a 2.87 
per cent growth in 2013. 

Alberta did see 5,488 non¬ 
permanent residents leave the 
province in the last quarter of 
2014 alone, which was more 
than any quarter going back 


to late 2010. “Some of that is 
certainly because the economy 
is slowing... energy prices have 
declined significantly since 
Budget 2014,” said Gerald 
Kastendieclc, a spokesperson 
with the provincial treasuiy 
board and finance ministry. 

The province is, however, 
seeing growth in its share of 


immigrants landing directly in 
the province. In the last quarter 
of 2014,17 per cent of all new¬ 
comers to Canada ended up in 
Alberta, a record percentage 
share for the province and one 
that trailed only Ontario. 

Letitia Marshall had previ¬ 
ously lived in New Zealand and 
then Spain before venturing 


to Alberta in the fall. She eyed 
other hubs like Vancouver and 
Toronto but was paired up with 
a “down to Earth” family in 
Beaumont, Alta., near Edmon¬ 
ton. Asked about her Alberta 
experience so far Marshall said, 
“It’s good. I’m still getting used 
to the cold weather though.”

The city hosted the event 
last year and had already 
committed to bringing it 
back in 2015, but the pro¬ 
posed arrangement would 
see the city shell out $1.2 
million to keep the event 
here. 

Sheila O’Kelly, with the 
Edmonton Triathlon acad¬ 
emy, said it will be great to 
have a long-term commit¬ 
ment to the event. 

“To have that security 
and have that kind of sup¬ 
port in the city allows us 
to continue to work hard, 
be innovative and keep the 
event in Edmonton,” she 
said.

Pilot project. After

Edmonton neighbourhoods 
could buzz this year thanks 
to city administration recom¬ 
mending that councillors en¬ 
dorse backyard beehives. 

After a successful beehive 
pilot program, administration 
is recommending permanent 
changes to bylaws that would 
allow backyard hives, as long 
as residents follow certain 
rules. 

Jocelyn Crocker had one of 
the pilot hives in her backyard 
this summer and said it was a 
great experience. She said her 
children, aged three and four, 
were interested in the project 
and hopes to involve them 
even more this year. 

“ft will be neat to have 
them actually help with the 


hive inspections,” she said. 

The pilot program required 
beekeepers to seek out their 
neighbour’s permission to 
have the hives, and Crocker 
said it helped build commun¬ 
ity 

“We feel like it’s a really 
positive experience,” he said. 
“We really got to know our 
neighbours a lot more closely 


than before.” 

Chris Floden, with the 
YEGBees group, who advo¬ 
cated for the pilot, said they 
had a chance to teach people 
about beekeeping and he’s 
optimistic people will take up 
the hobby now that the city is 
relaxing the rules. 

“We had over 80 people 
come participate in inspec¬ 


tions,” he said. 

Keith Scott, co-ordinator 
of the city’s Animal Control 
Centre, said the city was 
impressed with the pilot, 
which had three functioning 
hives. He said ideally they 
would have liked more, but 
the three gave them enough 
information to recommend 
the idea.

Jeannie Logan knows how to 
keep a business running in 
tough times. 

Her family store, Carol’s 
Quality Sweets, was burned 
out of its former Whyte Av¬ 
enue location 12 years ago.

Pro-life students want 
protesters punished 


Abortion. Group claims 
‘mob censorship’ after 
display gets swarmed 
by the opposing side

After its graphic anti-abortion 
displays were overshadowed 
by nearly 100 protesters earlier 
this month, a pro-life group at 
the University of Alberta is ask¬ 
ing the school to discipline the 
students responsible. 

Amberlee Nicol, president 
of Go-Life, said a formal com¬ 
plaint has been sent to the uni¬ 
versity’s security arm because 
the demonstrating students’ 
actions violate the student 
code of conduct. 

“I don’t want to be afraid of 
a bunch of bed-sheet wielding 
vigilantes tiying to cover up 
our display eveiy time we put 
one on as a group,” Nicol said. 

The Justice Centre for Con¬ 
stitutional Freedoms (JCCF) is

backing Go-Life’s claim. John 
Carpay, president of JCCF, said 
Go-Life’s complaint is ground¬ 
ed in the university’s Code of 
Student Behaviour. 

“You cannot disrupt or ob¬ 
struct any university activity or 
event,” he said. “When you’ve 
got a registered campus club 
that is putting up a display on 
campus, that is a university 
activity or event. When you 
swarm it and prevent people 
from seeing the event, you’re 


disrupting and obstructing the 
event.” 

Carpay said if the action 
goes unpunished, it could lead 
to more “mob censorship.” 

“You can’t have free speech 
if it’s OK for somebody to phys¬ 
ically prevent you from ex¬ 
pressing your views.” 

The university confirmed a 
complaint has been filed but 
wouldn’t comment because 
code-of-conduct investigations 
are confidential.

Federal 
Conservatives plan to 
ask opposition parties 
to support extension 


In a challenge to the oppos¬ 
ition, Foreign Affairs Minister 
Rob Nicholson said Thursday 
the government wants all¬ 
party backing of a motion to 
extend the militaiy mission 
against extremists in Iraq and 
Syria. 

But the New Democrats 
and Liberals continued to ex¬ 
press wary skepticism about 
the government’s conduct of 
the deployment, which has 
seen one special-forces sol¬ 
dier lulled in a friendly fire 
incident with northern Iraq’s 
Kurdish forces. 

Nicholson made the call 
for unity in a speech to several 
dozen Ottawa-based foreign 
diplomats who were invited to 
Foreign Affairs headquarters. 
He emphasized the threat that 
the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL) directly poses 
to Canada and its allies. 

The speech was Nichol¬ 
son’s first in his new portfolio 
and came a day after Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper an¬ 
nounced he will ask Parlia¬ 
ment next week to expand the 
military mission. 

Nicholson said he was 
proud of the decision to extend 
the mission and “the moral 
clarity” Harper possesses. 

“I can also tell you that he 
will ask all parties to come 
together as Canadians,” 
Nicholson said. “He will ask

them to support our govern¬ 
ment’s operation to degrade 
and destabilize this gang of 
thugs.” 

NDP foreign affairs critic 
Paul Dewar said his party 
wants to support civilians at 
risk from ISIL’s advances but 
he accused the government of 
not being transparent about 
what the militaiy mission en¬ 
tails. 

“There is so little definition 
as to what our role is there, 
our strategy is,” said Dewar. 
“They have to explain how it is 
that Canada has ended up on 
the front lines of this war.” 

Joyce Murray, the Liberal 
defence critic, agrees ISIL is 
a threat to Canada and the 
world and that the countiy has 
a role to play in fighting it. 

“We cannot speculate about 
a motion that has not been 
presented to Parliament,” she 
said in an email. 

“What we do know is that 
this prime minister has not 
been open and honest about 
what our troops are mandated 
to do in Iraq.” 

Nicholson said Canada 
must expand the mission be¬ 
cause ISIL poses a continuing 
threat that will grow if left un¬ 
checked.

Department of 
health withdraws 
order against spa 

The Florida Department 
of Health has withdrawn 
cease-and-desist orders 
against the directors of 
a health spa where two 
Ontario aboriginal girls 
received treatment. 

The department sent 
cease-and-desist letters in 
Februaiy to co-directors of 
the Hippocrates Health In¬ 
stitute, Brian Clement and 
his wife, Anna Maria Clem¬ 
ent, saying it had “probable 


cause” to believe they were 
practising medicine with¬ 
out a license. 

A department spokes¬ 
man says the orders were 
withdrawn due to “lack of 
evidence.” 

In a statement, Clem¬ 
ent says the decision is 
proof that he and his wife 
are licensed nutritionists 
who “have not and do not 
practice medicine.” 

Last year, two First Na¬ 
tions girls went to the spa 
after stopping chemother¬ 
apy treatment for leukemia 
in favour of traditional ab¬ 
original medicine and other 
alternative therapies.

They’re in the zone, flying drones 


Recreation. Cheaper 
costs and increased 
acceptance have led to a 
surge in hobby droning

Alexander Knight readies his 
drone by turning a switch on 
his remote control. The pro¬ 
pellers make a loud humming 
noise as the drone takes off. 
He flies it higher and higher 
until it’s a small black dot 
against a blue sky. 

“You just need to be able 
to see it,” he says, pointing at 
the horizon. 

Knight, a self-styled citizen 
journalist, drives around To¬ 
ronto documenting what he 
might deem as environment¬ 
al hazards. He then blogs his 
experiences at alexanderlc- 
night.ca. It’s a hobby for him. 
He makes no income off it. 

Today, he’s observing the 
cleanup of what he says is 
contamination from a re¬ 
zoned industrial plant — and 
is happy to find, during the 
15-minute flight, that the 
cleanup is finished. 

With drones coming in at 
cheaper prices, it’s now easier 
than ever to acquire and fly 
one. On Amazon, a Phantom 
DJI quadcopter with a GoPro 
camera costs around $1,000, 
and the Parrot AR drones start 
at around $500 and can go up 
to $900. On the lower end, 
Hubsan models cost around 
$100 to $200, though their 
camera capabilities are more 
limited. 



The price, along with in¬ 
creasing cultural acceptance, 
has led to a new pastime of 
hobby droning. Aerial pho¬ 
tography and videography 
are popular choices, as Twit¬ 
ter and Instagram will attest. 
#Droneselfies is devoted to 
aerial images of people taken 
from up above. Even Martha 
Stewart is a fan. 

The trend has left Trans¬ 
port Canada scrambling to 
rein in hobbyists who stray 
too far. The most pressing 
concern for the agency has 
been daredevil flyers oper¬ 
ating too close to airports, 
which can interfere with 
commercial airline planes. 
Transport Canada’s new rules 
limit this, as hobbyists can 
no longer fly closer than nine 
kilometres from any airport, 


heliport or aerodrome. 

Knight says he hasn’t had 
issues with Transport Can¬ 
ada but he worries that may 
change as regulations tiy to 
keep up with the advancing 
technology. 

Patrick Dinnen however 
has had to rein in his photo¬ 
graphic pursuits. The “cre¬ 
ative technologist” based in 
Toronto had been experi¬ 
menting with lightwriting — 
the photographing of trails of 
light through long exposure 
settings — when he bought a 
Phantom DJI drone. 

One night he and two 
friends, Brent Marshall and 
Dre Labre, attached custom 
LED lights to the drone and 
flew it over various Toronto 
parks, turning on the camera 
and capturing its flight path, 


exposing trails of ethereal 
light and colour. They dubbed 
the paintings Weird Illumin¬ 
ated Sky Paintings (WISPs). 

“What we did with WISP 
is not really open to us any¬ 
more,” Dinnen says, as Trans¬ 
port Canada no longer allows 
nighttime flying for hobby¬ 
ists. 

But for some enthusiasts, 
the appeal is the drone itself, 
as many have taken to mak¬ 
ing their own. 

Knight orders the parts 
for his drones online through 
websites such as eBay. And 
there are resources among 
the hobbyist community to 
help those who need it. 

DYIdrones.com, a U.S.- 
based website devoted to 
connecting drone fans with 
peers, functions as a social 


network for hobbyists and 
amateur enthusiasts. 

The site’s goal is to make 
drone development easier 
and cheaper for eveiyone 
while educating people on 
the technology. Discussions 
on the site can feature any¬ 
thing from where to buy cer¬ 
tain parts to how to assemble 
a drone. 

The cost of making a drone 
is usually lower than buying 
an off-the-shelf product, and 
assembly doesn’t require ad¬ 
vanced knowledge of mech¬ 
anics or robotics. 

Some Canadian retailers 
have popped up and begun of¬ 
fering drone parts for hobby¬ 
ists. Canada Drones, found¬ 
ed four years ago by Dany 
Thivierge in Mississauga, 
Ont., started out with the on¬ 


line community at DIYdrones. 
com. Thivierge realized there 
was a real need to supply 
parts to his “fellow geeks.” To¬ 
day, Thivierge counts almost 
4,000 customers. 

“The growth is what sur¬ 
prised me the most,” he says, 
adding that his sales are well 
over the million-dollar goal 
that many businesspeople 
have when first starting out. 

Thivierge is optimistic for 
future sales in the summer, 
hinting at some “exciting 
products” on the way. 

“People keep surprising 
me with never-before-im¬ 
agined applications for this 
technology,” he says.

Remote Works on most devices 


Flying the Parrot AR drone is serious business. I used 
an iPad most of the time as a remote control but you can 
also use an iPhone as well as an Android phone or tablet.

Health. L.A. hoped

A much-hailed law that re¬ 
stricted the opening of new 
standalone fast-food restau¬ 
rants in one of the poorest 
sections of Los Angeles did 
not curb obesity or improve 
diets, a new study found. 

City lawmakers passed 
the zoning ordinance 
in 2008 that limited the 
opening or expansion 
of fast-food outlets in a 
32-square-mile area south 
of Interstate 10 that strug¬ 
gles with high obesity rates 
and other health problems.

The law, believed to be 
the first effort of its kind 
by a major city to improve 
public health, did not ban 
new eateries in strip malls. 

The research by the 
Rand Corp. think-tank 
found that obesity rates 
in South Los Angeles con¬ 
tinued to rise after passage 
of the law. 

Health experts said a 
single intervention would 
not reverse the obesity 
problem. People also have 


to exercise and make life¬ 
style changes, they said. 

“It’s not just about limit¬ 
ing unhealthy food but in¬ 
creasing access to healthy 
food,” said Alex Ortega, a 
professor of public health 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Los Angeles, who had 
no role in the study. 

Before the fast-food 
ordinance, 63 per cent 
of South Los Angeles 
residents reported be¬ 
ing overweight or obese 
compared with 57 per 
cent in other parts of the 
county. Three years after 
the ordinance went into ef¬ 
fect, 75 per cent of South 
Los Angeles residents re¬ 
ported being overweight or 
obese.

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Governor orders

The governor of Virginia has 
called for an investigation 
into the rough arrest of a uni¬ 
versity student who appears 
in a photo with a bloody face 
as he is being held down by an 
officer. 

About 1,000 students 
gathered at the University of 
Virginia campus Wednesday 
night to demand justice for 
Martese Johnson, whose law¬ 
yer said he needed 10 stitches 
following the arrest. 

The Alcoholic Beverage 
Control (ABC) agent who 
made the arrest early Wed¬ 
nesday, listed in court records 
as J. Miller, said in the arrest 
report that Johnson “was veiy 
agitated and belligerent.” 

Johnson was charged on 
two counts: obstruction of jus¬ 
tice without force, and pub¬ 
lic swearing or intoxication, 
Charlottesville General Dis¬ 
trict Court records show. 

A statement from a group 
calling itself Concerned Black 
Students, however, claims the 
arrest was unprovoked and 
extreme. 

“The brutish force used re¬ 
sulted in his head and bodily 
injuries,” the group said in a 
statement. “His treatment was 
unprovoked as he did not re¬ 
sist questioning or arrest.” 

Johnson was on hand 
for Wednesday night’s rally, 
flanked by several students. 

“I beg for you guys to 
please respect eveiyone here,” 
Johnson told the crowd. “We 
really are one community.” 


Thailand’s Supreme Court an¬ 
nounced Thursday that former 
prime minister Yingluclc Shi- 
nawatra will stand trial for her 
role in overseeing a rice subsidy 
program that lost billions of 
dollars.

His lawyer, Daniel P. Wat¬

Earlier Wednesday, UVA 
student Biyan Beaubrun said 
he was with Johnson and 


staged a coup last May. 

Yingluclc is being charged 
with dereliction in overseeing 
the rice subsidy program. The 
program was a flagship policy 
that helped Yingluclc’s Pheu 
Thai Party win elections in 
2011, and Yingluclc has argued 
it was aimed at helping poor 
farmers who were paid about 
50 per cent above what they 
would get on the world market. 
The program, however, racked 
up losses of at least $4.46 billion 
as the Thai government stock¬ 
piled mass quantities of rice.

At that point, 
another ABC officer grabbed 
Johnson from behind and 
the two wrestled Johnson to 
the ground, where he hit his 
head, Beaubrun said.

Solar eclipse. Sky gazers 
flock to the Faroe Islands 


For months, even years, hotels 
on the remote Faroe Islands 
have been fully booked by 
fans who don’t want to miss 
an almost three-minute-long 
astronomical sensation. Now 
the sky gazers just hope the 
clouds will blow away so they 
can fully experience Friday’s 
total solar eclipse. 

Scores of eclipse-chasers 
and scientists have invaded 
the archipelago armed with 
telescopes, cameras and glass¬ 
es for safe direct solar view¬ 
ing ahead of the big event. 

The full eclipse will only 
be seen in a narrow path 
across the northern hemi¬ 
sphere, reaching the Faroes 
at 0945 GMT (4:45 a.m. local 
time) on Friday. 

“This is our 10th total 
eclipse. We love to watch 
them and being able to look 
at the corona with your eyes 
in the middle of the eclipse 
is really an exciting moment, 
to experience the diamond 
rings coming and going,” said 
Les Anderson, a 60-year-old 
from San Diego, Calif., in the 
Faroe capital of Torshavn. 

The population of the 18 
rocky islands between Scot-

land and Iceland has swelled 
by approximately 10,000 
for a few days from its usual

Historic flight 
soars toward 
next destination 

A solar-powered airplane 
on a historic round-the- 
world journey took off 
Thursday from the 
northern Indian town of 
Varanasi and was headed 
for its next stop in My¬ 
anmar. 

Swiss pilots Bertrand 
Piccard and Andre Borsch- 
berg are taking turns fly¬ 
ing the aircraft as they at¬ 
tempt to circumnavigate 
the globe on the journey 
that was expected to take 
five months. 

The fuel-free aircraft, 
called the Solar Impulse 
2, is powered by more 
than 17,000 solar cells on 
its wings that recharge 
the plane’s batteries, 
enabling it to fly during 
the day or night.

as channels currently on the 
CRTC’s mandatory distribu¬ 
tion list.

More Uber cars than 
yellow cabs in N.Y.C.

New York City’s storied yel¬ 
low cabs are taking a back 
seat to black cars. 

Uber cars, often black 
sedans that can be summoned 
with smartphone apps, now 
outnumber the yellow taxis 
that city riders have hailed 
with a whistle and a wave for 
generations. 

It was a changing-of-the- 
guard moment that passed 
with little fanfare this week 
in figures released by the 
city’s Taxi and Limousine 
Commission: 14,088 regis¬ 
tered Uber cars compared 
with 13,587 yellow cabs. 

But it hardly means yel¬ 
low cabs are out of favour. In 
fact, there are about 440,000 
yellow cab rides a day, com¬ 
pared to just 20,000 to 30,000 


Uber rides. That’s because 
Uber drivers often own their 
own cars and work less than 
40 hours a week, while most 
yellow taxis are owned by cab 
companies, have more than 
one driver and are on the 
road close to 24 hours a day. 

“Yellow cab rides signifi¬ 
cantly outstrip the number 
of black car rides,” said Meera 
Joshi, chairwoman of the taxi 
commission. 


“So the number of their 
affiliated vehicles in and of it¬ 
self doesn’t paint a complete 
picture.” 

Uber was introduced in 
New York City in 2011 and 
has grown steadily in popu¬ 
larity, particularly among 
tech-sawy customers who 
are comfortable hailing rides 
through an app that shows 
when a car is on the way.

Would you like a biscotti with your coffee or 
would you prefer a conversation about a white 
cop shooting a black man in Ferguson? They’d 
certainly both give you something to chew on. 

If you haven’t heard, Starbucks has launched 
an awareness campaign called Race Together in 
which it’s asking its baristas in U.S. stores to 
strike up conversations with customers about 
race relations. Ifyou’re wondering if Pumpkin 
Spice is considered a race, it’s not. 

The good news is that people of all races have 
united on social media in HATING this idea, so 
maybe that’s a great start? 

I don’t like to be a fence-sitter, but I’m really 
torn on this one. Part of me likes it, the other 
part is ever so slightly throwing up in my mouth. 
Let’s discuss. 

The cynical, vomitus side of me sees this is a 
corporation possibly capitalizing on the idea of 
discrimination. “Hey! Maybe if we act like we 
care about this issue, people will buy more rustic 
egg-white breakfast sandwiches!... Oh no, is it 
racist to say egg-white? Change that to no-yollc.” 


This reminds me of Bell’s Let’s Talk cam¬ 
paign, which was Bell Canada’s way of raising 
awareness about mental illness. 

While I’m all for hearing about people’s 
struggles with depression, etc. (I have my own), it 
turned my turn to see them hashtag their stories 
on Faceboolc with the phone company’s name. 

Should an admission of having felt suicidal 
double as an advertisement for an Internet ser¬ 
vice provider? 

There’s also just the fact that this idea seems 
impractical. 

What happens if a discussion gets deep and 
the barista can’t keep up with the orders? If Race 
Together were happening in Canada and I was in 
line, I wouldn’t want to find myself resenting a 
well-meaning conversation about whether or 
not a niqab is appropriate attire for a Canadian 
citizenship ceremony. 

And I’m usually in a rush when I go to Star- 
bucks —I wouldn’t want to look flippant should 
someone ask me about Canada’s treatment of in¬ 
digenous people: “Yeah, yeah, it’s terrible. Gotta 
go!” 

Then there’s the part of me that thinks this 
is a great idea that should be commended and a 
lead that should be followed. 


Let's talk... but maybe not right now 


I’m usually in a rush when I go to 
Starbucks — I wouldn’t want to look 
flippant should someone ask me 
about Canada’s treatment of 
indigenous people: “Yeah, yeah, it's 
terrible.

Maybe if they talk 
to each other they will learn things. There was a 
time I didn’t know how to tie my shoes—should 
I have kept silent on the matter because I was an 
ignoramus? 

No. Had I not conversed about laces with my 
parents, I’d be tripping all over myself to this 
day. 

Like with Bell Let’s Talk campaign—at least 
people were talking, right? The more this stuff 


gets talked about, the better. Discussions spark 
thoughts, questions and curiosities. Convos in 
Starbucks will bleed into workplace and home. 
Silence doesn’t lead to change, conversations 
do. 

This softer side of me also believes that the 
man behind this ideological plan, Starbucks 
chief executive Howard Schultz, is genuinely 
trying to do a good thing (while also selling 
scones). 

Others aren’t so convinced, wanting to 
know, for instance, if he’s so “concerned” why 
only 16 per cent of Starbucks executives are 
people of colour? 

Well, that’s an interesting statistic. 

Maybe that’s the kind of thing you could dis¬ 
cuss with a barista at Starbucks — a barista who 
might then discuss it with her manager who 
might mention the conversation at an annual 
Starbucks conference. 

Maybe it’ll get into Howard Schultz’s ear and 
he’ll take it to heart and make change? Or, yeah, 
I guess we could just not talk at all.

5. Finally there’s All The 
King’s Men, a movie memor¬ 
able for all the wrong reasons. 
Penn is a fine actor, but as Wil¬ 
lie Stark, (loosely based on Lou¬ 
isiana governor Huey P. Long) 
he is so over the top it’s as if 
he’s acting in a different movie 
than the rest of the cast. It’s a 
vein-popping, arm-waving per¬ 
formance that suggests that 
maybe he should lay off the 
Red Bull.

Sean Penn is just trying to pro¬ 
mote his new film, The Gun¬ 
man, but people keep bringing 
up the Oscars and that whole 
“green card” joke he made 
when Birdman won Best Pic¬ 
ture. 

“I’m always surprised by fla¬ 
grant stupidity. I keep having 
more hope,” he says. 

“I have absolutely no apolo¬ 
gies. In fact, I have a big f— you 
for anybody who is so stupid 
not to have gotten the irony 
when you’ve got a country that 
is so xenophobic. If they had 
their way, you wouldn’t have 
great filmmakers like Alejan¬ 
dro (Gonzalez Inarritu) work¬ 
ing in this country. Thank God 


we do.” 

As for critics who lambasted 
the actor for insensitivity on 
the immigration issue, he has 
some even more direct words: 
“I think they can be a bit more 
cheerful,” Penn says with a 


shrug. “I think what’s most 
offensive is we’re attaching a 
protective sensibility to some¬ 
thing which is meant to cre¬ 
ate self-censorship in people’s 
interactions. 

“I think that when some¬ 


body as special as Alejandro 
makes a film as special as 
Birdman was, that if he has a 
friend on stage, that maybe 
that friend wants to let him 
know that he won privately 
for a moment before the room 


knows and he did, cause there 
was a history there. So I wanted 
him to know it first, and that’s 
who I was talking to, so I don’t 
give a f— about all those other 
people.” 

But about The Gunman. 

It’s directed by Pierre Morel, 
who made Liam Neeson an ac¬ 
tion star with Taken. 

And given that Penn is also 
a respected actor of a certain 
age, natural comparisons have 
been drawn — not that he 
agrees with the assessment. 

“I thought Harrison Ford 
made a whole career on this 
stuff and I didn’t think it was 
considered, like, a new trend 
or anything like that — what I 
call geriaction,” Penn says. 

“But there are aspects of this 
that have nothing to do with 
that, also. Admittedly there’s a 
tremendous amount of action, 
one can’t say it’s not an action 
movie, but it’s a different kind 
of movie also because it’s not a 
‘wink at the audience’ movie. 
This is more straight.” 

But action is action, and 
Penn, who got in impressive 
shape for the film — a shape 
he shows off by ditching his 


shirt whenever possible — 
didn’t escape entirely without 
injuries. 

“Little ones,” he admits. 
“We got away without any¬ 
thing serious happening. There 
was an extraordinarily achy 
body at the end of the film, but 
that’s accumulative.” 

Even if The Gunman enjoys 
Taken levels of success, he’s 
not necessarily eyeing a fran¬ 
chise, and not just because of 
the aches and pains. 

“Eve never looked at a mov¬ 
ie as beyond a movie, and in 
that case I wouldn’t allow my¬ 
self to think about that. 

“I hope the best for this 
movie, we worked hard, a lot 
of people have worked hard 
and invested in this. I got pro¬ 
jects I want to direct and that’s 
what I want to focus on.” 

Of course, ask him im¬ 
mediately after he’s finished 
filming, and he’d tell you he’ll 
never make another movie 
again, sequel or no sequel. 

“I think if I can remember 
what it feels like after it’s done, 
that I would never do it again,” 
Penn admits. “But it’s a perish¬ 
able awareness.” 


Ethan Hawke finds new groove 


Ethan Hawke is busy, and lov¬ 
ing it. Reached from the New 
York set of the romantic com¬ 
edy Maggie’s Plan, the Boyhood 
and Before Midnight star says 
he’s been working more than 
ever these days — in film, the¬ 
atre, and for the first time ever, 
as a documentaiy director. 

His first non-fiction project 
is “Seymour: An Introduction,” 
a portrait of 87-year-old classic¬ 
al pianist Seymour Bernstein. 

After seeing this documentary 
I wondered if spending time 
with Seymour in some way 


ignited all your activity? 

It’s hard to separate the ele¬ 
ments of your life. A few years 
ago was a much darker time 
for me.... You know, I’ve been 
professionally acting since I 
was 12 so my relationship to 
it is constantly evolving and 
needs to change. And it’s a 
combination of having a new 
attitude towards it and new 
opportunities. One of the most 
frustrating things about acting 
is that you’re only ever as good 
as your opportunities. 

I can see why you were so fas¬ 


cinated by Seymour when you 
met. What year was that? 

I think it was about four years 
ago. I’m 44 and I remember 
meeting when I had just 
turned 40. 

Was that part of your anxiety, 
the age? 

Definitely. You know, I’d 
always been the youngest at 
eveiything I’d ever done. Dead 
Poets Society came out, I was 
18 years old and my whole 
identity was that of a young 
person. And now all of a sud¬ 
den I’m the father of four, I’m 


expected to know eveiything 
and it was kind of the first 
time in my life I really started 
feeling anxiety.... 

The older you get, the 
humbler you get, the more 
life kind of rips you open and 
the more responsible you feel 
— both to your art and to the 
audience’s time and wanting to 
do a good job.... Sometimes the 
harder you try to hit a baseball, 
the more you miss and the 
same metaphor applies to all 
of life. And that’s really what 
Seymour espouses, that a lot of 
that anxiety is created by pre¬ 



tending you don’t have anxiety. 
Just kind of living in the truth 
of it all helps eveiything flow. 

Sounds like Seymour changed 
your life. 


You know what he would say: 
I’ve changed his. We kind 
of ran into each other like a 
couple of molecules. He likes 
to say, ‘I’m a movie star at 88!’

Make no mistake, for bet¬ 
ter or worse, late writer- 
director John Hughes was 
the titan of ’80s teen angst, 
responsible for a slew of pic¬ 
tures that aimed to humor¬ 
ously examine the average 
American teenager while 
amassing much critical ac¬ 
claim and box-office success 


in the process. 

But Hughes’ magnum 
opus is, without question 
1985’s The Breakfast Club, 
a talky tale in which five 
misfit teens endure a day 
of Saturday detention togeth¬ 
er and ultimately realize 
that they’re not so different 
after all. 


Sure, the film is often 
funny and the then-young 
cast is game, with Anthony 
Michael-Hall, Ally Sheedy 
and Judd Nelson standouts 
with their expert comic tim¬ 
ing and dramatic chops. 

But for all its good inten¬ 
tions and repute, the hard 
truth is that The Breakfast 


Club stands more today as an 
exercise in high camp than 
a realistic peek into high 
school life. 

The fact that anyone once 
took it seriously at all is a po¬ 
tent indictment of just how 
shallow and naive the “me 
decade” truly was. 

In honour of the film’s 


30th anniversary, Cineplex is 
bringing it back to theatres 
for two showings on March 
21 and 25. 

Here Metro takes a brief 
look at some of The Breakfast 
Club’s least appetizing ele¬ 
ments — a list sure to offend 
those who grew up with the 
film. 


Everyone’s white 

Hughes’ previous film 
Sixteen Candles stands 
as one of the most racist 
teen films ever (Long 
Duck Dong, anyone?) so 
for The Breakfast Club, he 
decided to just paint the 
screen alabaster and call 
it a day. 

Eveiyone here is white. 
And clean. And well-fed, 
and witty. 

Including the faculty. 


Sexual assault 
ain’t funny 

If Sixteen Candles had 
date rape played for 
laughs, the scene in which 
Nelson, hiding under 
Molly Ringwald’s desk, 
eyeballing her crotch and 
biting down hard while 
she stifles her shock 
to save face, is equally 
wrong. 

Designed to be lewdly 
amusing, it’s just kind of 
unpleasant, with Hughes 
suggesting that Ringwald 
is only mildly annoyed 
by the incident, in turn 
painting Nelson as noth¬ 
ing more than a brat, 
rather than the criminal 
he is. 



Get over it, kids! 

These whiny, self-obsessed 
kids may have a few 
hang-ups, but suffering 
to the point of sympathy? 
Hardly. From Hall’s sui¬ 
cide attempt after getting 
a bad grade in shop class, 
to Sheedy’s dandruff, 
none of it rings true. Even 
troubled, boorish bad boy 
Judd Nelson somehow 
makes it to detention on 
time. The fact that Nelson 
even shows up to deten¬ 
tion at all, single-handedly 
revokes his cartoonish 
anti-establishment status. 


Emilio Estevez’s 
dance 

Add up the most cringe- 
inducing moments seen 
on screen in the ’80s and 
all of them combined 
wouldn’t come close to 
equalling the operatic 
shame of seeing a stoned 
Estevez break into the 
most awesomely idiotic 
dance in film histoiy. 

Said spastic herky- 
jerky is meant to signify 
Estevez’s rebellion against 
the confines of his 
father’s athletic expecta¬ 
tions, or something.

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Carl the janitor spills tantalizing Breakfast Club secrets 


Coming-of-age film’s 
Both anniversary. 

Canadian actor takes 
us behind-the-scenes 
of the '80s teen classic 


For anyone who grew up 
loving The Breakfast Club, 
take a look at the film to¬ 
day and see who you most 
identify with now, advises 
its Canadian co-star John 
Kapelos. 

Thirty years after the 
teen drama introduced the 
world to a brain, an athlete, 
a basket case, a princess and 
a criminal, John Hughes’s 
seminal coming-of-age film 
is marking its anniversary 
with a digitally remastered 
re-release hitting Canadian 
theatres on Saturday and 
March 25. 

Fans revisiting the clas¬ 
sic flick may find them¬ 
selves looking differently at 
the film’s two world-weary 
adults — Paul Gleason’s 
bitter assistant principal 
Richard (Dick) Vernon and 
Kapelos’s straight-talking 
Carl, the janitor. 

“These movies are like 
prisms, you can see them 
from different angles,” says 
Kapelos, who notes that 
friends now tell him they 
identify most with Dick. 

“Obviously, when you 
see them from a younger 
angle you go, ‘Oh yeah, I’m 
totally Molly,’ or ‘I’m totally 
this.’” 

Get the London, Ont. na¬ 
tive reminiscing, and the 
stories flow easily — about 
forging a bond with Hughes 
that extended to roles on 16 
Candles and Weird Science; 
about spending eight years 
before that with Second 
City (where John Candy was 
his teacher); and going on 
to a diverse career in film 
and TV, with credits includ¬ 
ing Transparent, Justified, 
The Republic of Doyle, and 
Forever Knight. 

For trivia fans, Kapelos 
offers up a couple of little 
known facts about The 
Breakfast Club: 

1. On the cutting room 
floor is a lengthy mono¬ 
logue from Carl pre¬ 
dicting where each of the 
kids would end up dec¬ 
ades later 

“Basically I told Molly, 
‘You’re going to be a sub¬ 
urban mom driving a Ford, 
you’re going to have stretch 
marks from here to Cleve¬ 
land, five kids, unhappy, 
alcoholic.’ And then I go 
to Michael, he’s going to 
be a big lawyer, make big 
money. (I say), ‘You’re going 
to work on Wall Street, be a 


big jerk, and you’re going 
to have a big heart attack. 
Dead at 42.’ 

“‘OK, Judd, you’re going 
to be a felon, you’re going 
to be in Chino (prison) for 
five years, then you’re go¬ 
ing to go to (the) peniten¬ 
tiary ... Ally, you’re going to 
be a loft artist. You’re going 
to live off the kindness of 
others, you’re never going 
to be happy. Your art will 
never be recognized and ac¬ 


tually it won’t be that good 
...’ (Hughes) would say, ‘Too 
tough.’” 

2. Somewhere, there is 
a DVD full of The Break¬ 
fast Club outtalces 

“Molly told me that Nan¬ 
cy Hughes, John’s wife, has 
a DVD copy of the movie 
with all the extras that will 
never see the light of day,” 
Kapelos says tantalizingly. 

What is on it, exactly, 
could never be known. But 


given Hughes’s penchant 
to shoot multiple takes and 
encourage off-script impro¬ 
visations, there’s a wealth 
of material to draw from, 
says Kapelos. 

“When I see the movie, 
I just remember all those 
things that aren’t in there.” 

3. Carl had a broken 
heart 

In tackling Carl, Kapelos 
says he devised a fairly de¬ 
tailed baclcstory, which he 


sketched out in a two-to- 
three page outline. 

“The best characters and 
the best comedy is always 
rooted in something real,” 
says Kapelos. 

In Carl’s case, “he went 
to the school, dated this 
fantastic girl and she 
went away, his heart was 
broken,” says Kapelos, add¬ 
ing that Carl was likely 
a university dropout. But 
“he’s not a dummy.” 
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4. Emilio Estevez was 
no fan of Kapelos 

Kapelos says he didn’t 
know who Estevez was, 
and that got him into hot 
water one day on set. He 
recalls that Estevez and 
Nelson would try to make 
him laugh while he shot his 
close up. 

“So between takes I 
looked at them and I said, 
‘You know, you guys would 
have been great when Mar¬ 
tin Sheen was having his 
heart attack on Apocalypse 
Now. You guys would have 
been standing there stuff¬ 
ing pencils up your nose 
like you are with me and 
laughing as the guy is prob¬ 
ably writhing in pain,”’ 
Kapelos says. 

“And Emilio’s face went 
white.... John Hughes comes 
up to me and goes, ‘Martin 
Sheen is Emilio Estevez’s 
father.’ 

“And I didn’t know that! 
I didn’t know that.... I 
apologized. (Estevez) never 
bought it. Never bought it.”

• “Kind of being, for lack 
of a deeper descrip¬ 
tion, more of an SCTV 
type of character with 
it,” says Kapelos. 


• “No flaws on Rick, I 
just don’t think they 
had a meeting of the 
minds.” 
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Hoffman gets to play at his first love in music role 


Movie. Wannabe- 
musician-turned-actor 
tickled to star as 
Boychoir's choirmaster

As an actor, two-time Acad¬ 
emy Award winner Dustin 
Hoffman has created some 
indelible characters — 
Midnight Cowboy’s Ratso 
Rizzo and Tootsie to name a 
couple — but from an early 
age he dreamed of being a 
professional pianist. 

“I wanted to be a musi¬ 
cian but I was never tal¬ 
ented enough,” he says, “so 
I’m not a musician. I have 
small hands — and by the 
way there is no correlation 
to your hands and person¬ 
al parts — so I can’t reach 
much more than an octave.” 

In the new film Boy- 
choir he shows his music¬ 
al side playing a choir¬ 
master to a group of 


talented youngsters. 

As a young man, he 
studied classical piano, but 
when it became apparent 
he’d never turn pro, he tried 
his hand at acting. 

“I had been flunking out 
of junior college and some¬ 
body said, ‘Try acting. No¬ 
body flunks acting.’” 

Enrolling at the Pasa¬ 
dena Playhouse, he shared 
a room with Robert Du¬ 
vall and studied with Gene 
Hackman. 

“No one told me I was 
a good actor,” he says. “No 
one told Gene, and there 
was a third person, Duvall. 
They are both much, much 
older than me. If someone 
was to say to the three of us 
in those early days that we 
were going to be successful, 
forget about being movie 
stars, everyone would have 
laughed. It’s kind of a freak 


accident that it happened to 
all three of us.” 

Hoffman’s big break 
came in the form of Ben¬ 
jamin Braddoclc in The 
Graduate. Robert Redford 
was considered for the part, 
but director Mike Nichols 
rejected the traditionally 
handsome actor — “You 
can’t play it,” he told Red- 
ford. “You can never play a 
loser” — in favour of the un¬ 
known Hoffman. The Gradu¬ 
ate made him a star and is 
now considered a classic, 
but almost 50 years later he 
remembers how the critics 
savaged his performance. 

The barbs hurt at the 
time, but he doesn’t let 
them get under his skin 
any more. “Critics are ... I 
shouldn’t say,” he laughs, “I 
don’t know if anyone grows 
up saying, ‘When I grow up, 
I want to be a critic.’”

Years before Mekhi Phifer 
played the stem-faced Daunt¬ 
less enforcement officer Max in 
this weekend’s The Divergent 
Series: Insurgent, he displayed 
a dauntless attitude that got 
him his first acting job. 

The year was 1994, the mov¬ 
ie was Spike Lee’s Cloclcers and 
over 1,000 people showed up 
for an open casting call. 

“I went with my cousin,” he 
says, “not knowing anything 
about the audition or open cast¬ 
ing call process. Spike Lee audi¬ 
tioned me about seven or eight 
different times. I had to read 
with Harvey Keitel and Isaiah 


Washington and do improvisa¬ 
tions. I had never done that 
type of stuff before so to have 
gotten that was a whirlwind; I 
just thought that was the norm. 
That’s how you cast movies — a 
thousand people come in.” 

He won the lead role and 
parlayed that into a string of 
memorable characters in mov¬ 
ies like 8 Mile, and TV shows 
like ER and the Dr. Who spin¬ 
off, the sci-fi series Torchwood: 
Miracle Day. 

“I am a big fan of sci-fi,” he 
says. “And that was part of the 
allure (to signing on for the Di¬ 
vergent series), but the other 
part was that it was good. I’m 
not looking for one particular 
genre or one particular type of 
film. I usually just gravitate to¬ 
wards what’s good.” 

He plays Max, leader of 
Dauntless, the warrior bloc 
of a Big Brother-style govern¬ 
ment that has divided the 
post-apocalyptic Chicago into 
five factions. In the new film, 
his job is to hunt down and 
capture fugitives Tris (Shailene

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Rebellious women break 
the action movie mould 




On the surface, Insurgent, 
with its dystopian setting 
and teenage heroine, might 
just seem like another by- 
the-numbers young adult 
tale. Look a little closer and 
it’s clear that this second 
instalment isn’t merely cap¬ 
italizing on a popular genre, 
but, with its half dozen fe¬ 
male leads and supporting 
characters, actually repre¬ 
sents a subtle subversion of 
what audiences have been 
taught action films should 
be. 

When women lead up 
action-driven films and 
franchises, it’s usually one 
exceptional gal against the 
world. Here, they’re all over 
the place, serving as lead¬ 
ers, radicals and rebels, 
each wildly diverse, com¬ 
plicated, charismatic and 
flawed in their own unique 
way. Insurgent, out Friday, 
picks up shortly after the 
events of the first film, and 
finds Tris (Shailene Wood- 
ley) exposed as a 


state-wanted “divergent,” 
or someone who doesn’t fit 
into the five designated fac¬ 
tions, and on the run from 
Jeanine (Kate Winslet), the 
controlling, ruthless leader 
whose goal is to extradite 
Tris’s kind from the society. 

On a path to self-actual¬ 
ization, Tris encounters a 
number of adults hoping to 
mould her in their image, 
including franchise new¬ 
comers Johanna (Oc- 
tavia Spencer), the 
stoic Amity leader 
with the mysteri¬ 
ous scar on her 
face, and Evelyn 
(Nao- 
m i 
Watts), a 
factionless 
revolution¬ 
ary with cryp¬ 
tic motives who 
also happens to 


be the estranged mother of 
Tris’s boyfriend Four (Theo 
James). 

Credit for populating the 
world with strong female 
characters goes to author 
Veronica Roth, who saw In¬ 
surgent as a chance to really 
flesh out the environment 
around Tris. 

“It was very intentional 
for me that most of the lead¬ 
ers in Tris’s world would be 
women, and not necessarily 
the good guys all the time,” 
said Roth on a recent after¬ 
noon in Los Angeles. 

“I think it’s equally im¬ 
portant to have female vil¬ 
lains. When people notice 
that there’s not a lot of rep¬ 
resentation in a particular 
area they try to make those 
characters holy symbols 
that are pure and good. That 
does a disservice to women.”

Production. Mexican 
government offered 
tax breaks for filming 
Spectre in the 
country in exchange

Mexico has plenty of murder¬ 
ous and eccentric drug lords, 
but its image-conscious gov¬ 
ernment did not want the new 
James Bond film Spectre to 
feature a Mexican villain when 
007 comes blazing into town. 

Bond producer Michael Wil¬ 
son acknowledged Wednesday 
that local authorities were con¬ 
cerned about seeing a Mexican 
cast as the bad guy when the 
movie starring Daniel Craig is 
shot in the countiy. 

But he denied reports that

the script was changed at the 
request of executives from 
Sony Pictures and MGM Stu¬ 
dios, eager to save money after 
the government offered $14 
million in tax incentives in re¬ 
turn for a better image. 


The website taxanalysts. 
com, citing leaked Sony emails, 
reported that the requests for 
the script included having an 
international leader assassin¬ 
ated instead of Mexico City’s 
mayor, and that Bond’s nemesis 
should not be Mexican. 

“I think we never had the 
villain as Mexican so it wasn’t 
something we had to change,” 
Wilson said, acknowledging 
that it was among “some of the 
issues” authorities had raised. 
“The villain was always an Ital¬ 
ian.” 

The government provided 
technical support, like get¬ 
ting permits to shoot in cer¬ 
tain locations or advising on 
things such as which secur¬ 
ity force would be involved 
in certain situations, he said. 
“It’s more like us asking ques¬ 
tions and then discussing it 
with (Mexican authorities) 
than them demanding any¬ 
thing in the way of changing”

Jason Priestley wrote about 
fellow Beverly Hills, 90210 
alum Shannen Doherty in 
his tell-all memoir, but don’t 
expect her to do the same.

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Bra shopping dos and don’ts everyone should know 



Tips. Bra shopping can 
be challenging at the 
best of times and key 
pointers can help you 
find the right fit 


It’s no secret that most 
women are wearing the 
wrong bra size. 

A now-famous study by 
lingerie manufacturer Wa- 
coal found that a whopping 
80 per cent of ladies aren’t 
getting the support they need 
from their undergarments. 

So what’s a gal to do? 

Bra expert Jene Luciani, 
who also penned The Bra 
Book, says it’s all about being 
an educated consumer. 

“Many women head into a 
store, rely on the salesperson 
completely, don’t have any 
clue what they did to come 
to their conclusion, and then 
walk out with a bunch of bras 
that they feel totally uncom¬ 
fortable and unhappy with,” 
Luciani tells Metro. 

“Another common mis¬ 
take is not having any in¬ 
formation, not wanting to 
get fitted, and just grabbing 


things off the rack in the size 
you’ve worn for the last 10 
years, which is a recipe for 
unhappiness.” 

Luciani drives home the 
fact that women don’t stay 
the same bra size their whole 
life. 


Pregnancies, weight gain 
or weight loss, and meno¬ 
pause are among the many 
factors that contribute to 
fluctuating breast size. This is 
why her rule of thumb is to 
get fitted every six months to 
a year. 


“There are also little clues 
to look out for when you’re 
bra shopping,” Luciani adds. 

“For instance, the bridge, 
which is the piece between 
the cups, is supposed to fit 
flush against your rib cage. 
So your breasts are supposed

How often do you wash 
your bras? According to Jene 
Luciani, they really should get 
thrown in the hamper after 
each use. 


• “The dirt and oils in our 
skin really break down the 
elasticity of the fabric,” 
says Luciani, who adds 
that handwashing them is 
ideal. 


• If washing your bras by 
hand doesn’t fit into your 
lifestyle, she recommends 
tossing them in a little 
mesh garment bag before 
putting them in the wash¬ 
ing machine. Since parts 
of the bra can snag in the 
machine, this is the best 
way to protect them. 


to be two separate breasts 
encased in each cup with 
that middle piece sitting flat 
against your rib cage.” 

In other words, if there’s 
a gap between your skin and 
the fabric, you probably need 
to go up a cup size or two. 


Looking for other killer tips 
for finding the best-fitting 
bra? 

Lingerie mogul Michelle 
Lam, founder of True&Co., 
weighs in with her favour¬ 
ite advice: 

Check the bands. “Look at 
whether the band sits hori¬ 
zontally all the way around 
the torso when the shoul¬ 
der straps are comfortably 
taut. It shouldn’t ride up 
the back.” 

Look at how your breasts 
sit in the cups. “There 
should be no space between 
the breast and the cup, and 
no extra overflow at the 
cleavage line or near the 
armpits.” 

Remember that your body 
changes over time, so be 
willing to try new sizes 
and styles. “Ultimately, you 
shouldn’t feel your bra on 
your body. Pinched areas 
and loose straps are an indi¬ 
cation of an ill-fitting bra. It 
should be comfortably sup¬ 
portive and taut on every 
surface.”

Canada closed out round-rob¬ 
in play at the world women’s 
curling championship on 
Thursday with an 8-5 win over 
Japan in a tuneup for the Page 
playoff 1-2 game. 

Winnipeg skip Jennifer 
Jones and teammates Kaitlyn 
Lawes, Dawn McEwen and Jill 
Officer finished with a 9-2 rec¬ 
ord, good for second place be¬ 
hind Switzerland’s Alina Patz 
(10-1). Jones and Patz will get 
a day off Friday before meet¬ 
ing in Saturday’s playoff at 
the Tsukisamu Gymnasium in 
Sapporo, Japan, with a berth 
in the gold-medal game on 
the line. 

“The way the draw was 


set up and because we have 
to stay at the rink all day, it 
makes for really long days, so 
it’s nice to have a break,“ said 
Jones. ’’We’ll just hang out in 
Japan — we love it here. And I 
love where the team is at right 
now. I can’t think of a better 
group of girls to play with.” 

The loser of the 1-2 game 
will drop into the semi¬ 


final. Russia’s Anna Sidorova 
claimed the third seed and 
will play the winner of Friday’s 
tiebreaker between China’s 
Sijia Liu and Scotland’s Eve 
Muirhead in the Page playoff 
3-4 game. 

The 3-4 game winner will 
advance to the semifinal 
while the loser will play for 
bronze. The medal games will 


be played Sunday. 

Canada silenced the home 
crowd early Thursday after 
back-to-back deuces in the 
second and third ends. Canada 
stole two more points in the 
seventh end when Japanese 
skip Ayumi Ogasawara — 
whose team is coached by Fuji 
Mild of Vancouver and J.D. 
Lind of Calgaiy — was wide 
and a little heavy with her last 
rock. 

“That was a great way to 
finish,” said Jones, the reign¬ 
ing Olympic champion. “I felt 
like we made some big shots 
when we had to and we felt 
great with the draw weight.” 

Earlier in the day, Canada 
beat Germany 7-5 in an extra 
end. 

Canada hasn’t won gold 
at this event since Jones won 
in 2008 at Vernon, B.C. The 
five-time national champion 
made her world champion¬ 
ship debut in 2005 and won a 
silver medal in 2010.

Matthew Wuest, Metro reporter, CapGeek founder, dies of cancer 




Matthew Wuest poured his 
heart into his work. 

The former Metro Halifax 
sports reporter and CapGeek 
founder was always the one 
writing the stories, often shy¬ 
ing away from having stories 
written about him. 

Wuest died during the ear¬ 
ly morning hours Thursday at 
Victoria General Hospital in 
Halifax, wife Melanie Patten 
by his side, following a 2-1/2- 
year battle with colon cancer. 

While he was never one 
to have the media spotlight 
shining his way, Wuest’s story 


is one that deserves to be told. 

“He was just a great guy 
who really loved what he 
did,” Metro Halifax managing 
editor Philip Croucher said 
Thursday. “I’ve never seen 
anyone do it better.” 

Wuest was dedicated to do¬ 
ing the best possible job, yet 
was never satisfied with the 
end result. 

The Stanley, N.B., native 
was always tiying to better 
himself, whether covering lo¬ 
cal sports such as the Halifax 
Mooseheads, Halifax Rain- 
men and Atlantic University 


Sport for his full-time job 
with Metro, or developing 
what became one of the most 
popular online hockey resour¬ 
ces out there, an NHL salaiy 
cap review he ran out of the 
“CapGeek offices,” his north- 
end Halifax home. 

“There were days I’d won¬ 
der how he would get stories 
and information, he was so 
connected to the sports world, 
both nationally and inter¬ 
nationally,” said Croucher, 
who also worked with Wuest 
at defunct Halifax newspaper 
The Daily News. 


Wuest was a humble soul, 
happy to collect the facts and 
conduct interviews, and as his 
recent quiet shutting down of 
CapGeek shows, apt to stay 
out of headlines himself. 

“He didn’t go for the atten¬ 
tion that he could have gotten 
through that site,” Croucher 
said of CapGeek. 

“He was able to do that, 
and still without question, 
be the best sports reporter 
in Halifax — that speaks vol¬ 
umes to the talent that he 
was.”
